SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending school Committee respectfully tenders 
the following report: 


District No. 1. 


Miss Josie Barron taught the Summer term, and succeeded 
in making it a good, profitable school. 

Mr. Charles Eaton governed and instructed during the Winter 
term, and merited special mention for the persistency with 
which he contended for thoroughness and strict discipline. 


Disticr No. 2. 


This District was very fortunate in securing the services of 
Miss Annie S. Ambrose for the Summer term. Miss A. is an 
excellent teacher,and under her care this was a model school, 
not merely in the sciences, but instruction was given in regard 
to formation of habits and manners, worth more to each scholar 
than the whole cost of the teacher’s labors. 

The Winter term, with Mr. F. J. Tenny teacher, did not sus- 
tain the former good reputation of this school. Mr. T. is a good 
scholar, manifested a worthy desire for the improvement of 
scholars, but failed in government. 


District No. 3. 


All that need be reported in regard to this school, of one term, 
is the name of the teacher, Miss Carrie P. Watson, an experi- - 
enced teacher, capable of managing a much larger school with 
_ success. 


District No. 4. 


Taught by Miss Nancy W. Hazen both terms. Under the 
untiring efforts of the teacher, this school has been advancing 
to the front rank. Miss H. deserves the thanks of this District 
for raising the standard of discipline so high and maintaining it. 
The examinations showed marked progress, and were creditable 
alike to teacher and scholars. 
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District No. 5. 


* 


Its only term, taught by Miss Mary E. Bailey, was a success. 
In conducting this school Miss B. proved herself worthy to be 
classed with the best teachers. The scholars merit praise for 
studiousness and good deportment. 


District No. 6. 


The Summer term was in care of Miss Lizzie Chadwick, who 
was well qualified for the position, and met the highest expec- 
tations of the District and Superintending School Committee. 

Mr. A. O. Hale taught the Winter term of thirty days, and 
notwithstanding the embarrassment of short time, succeeded 
admirably. Mr. H. has one principle worthy of imitation—he 
gives every study its due share of attention—neglects none. 


District No. 7. 


Miss Amanda Leach teacher. Here your Committee regrets 
to say there was not near the progress there should have been 
during a school of this length, (fifteen weeks). Miss L. isa 
zood instructor, but has not sufficient decision for discipline. 
The scholars ought to have more ambition. 


District No. 8. 


This school was a decided improvement upon last year. The 
teacher, Mrs. M. A. Dustin, and the Prudential Committee, 
manifested a praiseworthy anxiety to raise the rank of the 
school, and they were successful. 


Districr No. 9. 


Miss Sarah A. Cheney teacher both terms. The school, com- 
posed largely of small scholars, required great patience, but 
Miss C. proved herself equal to the task, thus sustaining her 
former good reputation as a teacher. 

Miss A. Johnson, an experienced teacher, commenced the 
Winter term, but sickness caused her to resign. 


District No. 10. 


Miss B. A. Morgan, as teacher during the Summer term, 
labored with good success. 

Miss M. A. Harriman took charge of the Winter term, and 
gave satisfaction, except in one very important part—discipline. 


District No. 11. 


Three scholars; one term of four weeks; Miss Clara M. 
Sawyer teacher. 


Nothing startling of course remains to be reported. The school 
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seems to have been profitable, not a waste of time nor money, 
which is more than can always be said of a school. 


District No. 12, - 


Miss Hattie Colby taught an excellent school for five weeks 
when, on account of severe sickness, she was obliged to close 
the school. 


District No. 13. 


Miss M. A. Eaton, teacher Summer term. We were well 
pleased with the appearance of the school at its commencement. 

Its closing two weeks sooner than was expected prevented 
a visit at the examination. 

Miss Addie Burpee taught the Winter term. Miss B. isa 
superior teacher. The improvement was marked, not judged 
by pages, but by real mental discipline and thorough under- 
standing of the studies. 


District No. 14. 


Both terms taught by Miss Josie Page. Although this is Miss 
Page’s first year of teaching, her success shows she has not en- 
tirely missed her calling. 

The Winter term is now in session and progressing finely. 


Thus, upon the whole, it will be seen, your schools have been 
a success. Please notice that where there has been a failure, it 
was not on account of the scholarship of the teacher, but a want 
of ability to govern. This fact suggest the necessity of great 
care in the selection of teachers. Not every good scholar can 
make a competent teacher. There is a certain executive qual- 
ity which must be innate, or the person ought not attempt to 
teach, but follow some other business for which he or she may 
be adapted. Weare also satisfied that age should enter into 
consideration in such selection. Experience proves that age is 
necessary to develop the quality above referred to.
